To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend 
Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1969.  This  report  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security’s 
Circular  No.  1/70. 

Dr.  Cubie  remained  Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  he  resigned 
on  30th  November  1969  after  over  nineteen  years  service  with  the 
Borough.  Dr.  F.  L.  White,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
deputised  until  I  took  up  my  appointment  on  1st  January,  1970 

The  Registar  General’s  Estimate  of  mid-year  population 
(47,120)  shows  little  change  from  that  of  1968  (47,250).  The  Birth 
and  Death  Rates  continued  approximately  similar  to  the  national 
figures.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  at  15.9  per  1,000  live  births  was 
an  increase  from  the  previous  year’s  low  figure  but  still  lower  than 
the  figure  for  England  and  Wales — 18.0. 

Only  53  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the 
year,  more  than  half  being  due  to  infective  jaundice — 31  cases  in 
all.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  20  of  these  cases  occurred  in  children  of 
ten  years  of  age  or  under.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
on  the  Register  continued  to  fall  and  onl}^  nine  new  cases  of  pul¬ 
monary  disease  were  notified  during  the  year. 

I  should  like  to*  thank  Dr.  J.  B.  Tilley,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  Northumberland,  for  his  permission  to  include  details 
of  services  administered  by  the  County  Council  in  Wallsend;  Mr. 
S.  S.  McIntyre,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all  the  staff  of 
the  Health  Department  for  their  help,  Mr.  W.  Morrison,  Chief 
Clerk  of  the  Health  Department  for  his  work  in  preparing  the 
figures  foi  the  report,  and  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  support  during  the 
year.

The  Company  invariably  readily  investigate  any  complaint, 
and  effect  a  remedy. 

To  conserve  the  domestic  supply  in  summer  time,  water  is 
available  from  other  sources  for  street  watering,  industrial  uses,  etc. 

There  are  now  only  2  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  which 
have  the  service  pipes  only  laid  into  the  yard.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  RECORD— 1969. 

SMOKE  FILTER  AND  VOLUMETRIC  SULPHUR  DIOXIDE 

APPARATUS. 


One  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department  Office 
in  July,  1954  and  another  in  a  first  floor  store-room  at  the  14- 
storey  block  of  maisonettes  at  Tarrington  Close,  Howdon,  in 
July,  1961.  This  is  in  Wallsend’s  first  smoke  control  area.  During 
each  period  of  24  hours  not  less  than  60  cubic  feet  of  air  from 
outside  the  building  is  drawn,  by  means  of  a  small  electric  pump^ 
through  a  piece  of  white  filter  paper  and  then  through  two  bubbling 
tubes  containing  diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are 
trapped  on  the  filter  paper  and  form  a  stain  which  varies  according 
to  the  amount  of  tarry  matter  and  other  combustible  matter  in 
the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmosphere. 


By  using  a  smoke -stain  reflectometer  and  conversion  tables 
the  weight  of  material  filtered  from  the  atmosphere  is  calculated. 
The  amount  is  expressed  in  microgrammes  of  smoke  particles  per 
cubic  metre  of  air  (28.349  grammes  =  1  ounce  :  1  microgramme  = 
1  millionth  of  a  gramme  :  1  cubic  metre  =  35.317  cubic  feet). 


Sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  reacts  with  the  hydrogen  peroxide 
to  form  dilute  sulphuric  acid  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated 
daily  by  titration  with  standard  alkali.  From  this  the  amount 
of  sulphur  dioxide  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  of  air  is 
calculated.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  Corporation  provides  two  public  swimming  baths  available 
to  the  public  all  the  year  round,  for  swimmers  of  both  sexes.  The 
water  is  from  the  mains  supply  and  is  heated  and  maintained  at  a 
temperature  of  78-80°F.,  and  a  continuous  filtration  and  chlorin¬ 
ation  is  maintained,  so  that  there  is  a  complete  change  over  of  the 
water  every  4  hours  in  the  large  pool,  and  every  2  hours  in  the 
small  pool.  A  Patterson  Engineering  Co.  Chlorinator  and  a  United 
Filter  Engineering  Displacement  Doser  are  installed  in  the  large 
and  small  pool  respectively,  maintaining  a  free  chlorine  standard 
of  1  to  2  parts  per  million  of  the  water  which  is  the  sterilisation 
standard  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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The  following  reports  were  received  from  A.  Hutchinson, 
F.R.I.C.,  Public  Analyst,  Newcastle,  on  each  of  the  samples  of  water 
taken  from  the  Large  Plunge  and  Small  Plunge  respectively  of 
the  Wallsend  Public  Baths.

Inspections 

Premises  are  given  a  general  inspection  immediately  on 
receipt  of  the  OSR  1  and  all  premises  have  a  routine  inspection 
whenever  convenient. 
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PROCEDURE  ADOPTED  IN  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF 
THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

1.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  occupier  of  the  premises  to  comply 
with  most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  particularly  that  of  regist¬ 
ration.  The  occupiers  of  both  offices  and  shops  are  very  remiss  in 
this  respect  and  it  is  usually  at  the  instigation  of  the  public  health 
inspector  that  the  registration  takes  place. 

This  is  mostly  so  in  the  case  of  shops  with  which  the  Inspector 
is  usually  in  quite  close  contact  by  reason  of  routine  inspections, 
especially  of  food  shops.  In  shops  wnich  do  not  get  so  many  inspect- 
tions  as  food  shops  a  change  of  occupier  is  still  noticed  by  the  dis¬ 
trict  inspector  as  he  takes  a  general  interest  in  all  shops  in  his  area. 
Changes  in  office  premises  are  not  so  easily  noticed  as  the  only  out¬ 
ward  sign  may  be  the  changing  of  a  small  name  plate  with  which 
the  Inspector  may  not  in  any  case  be  very  familiar. 

2.  In  most  cases,  to  speed  the  procedure,  the  O.S.R.l.  form 
will  be  left  with  the  occupier  by  the  Inspector  at  which  time  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  will  be  discussed. 

3.  On  receipt  of  the  O.S.R.l.  the  particulars  as  given  are 
entered  on  a  card  which  is  passed  to  the  Inspector. 

4.  The  premises  are  then  given  a  general  inspection  and 
particulars  noted  on  the  card.  If  any  exemptions  are  required  the 
procedure  is  explained  and  the  relevant  form  left.  Abstracts  of  the 
Act  are  usually  carried  by  the  Inspectors  on  the  visits  to  be  avail¬ 
able  for  purchase  by  the  occupier.  Typed  copies  of  the  first  aid  box 
contents  are  left  if  required. 

5.  Minor  contraventions  are  checked  after  an  interval  of 
about  one  month  while  more  serious  ones  (such  as  those  involving 
sanitary  accommodation  or  ventilation)  are  given  variable  times 
for  compliance  depending  on  the  extent  or  complexity  of  the  work 
required. 

6.  Frequency  of  revisits: — 

(a)  Food  shops  tend  to  get  more  than  their  share  as  it  is 
normal  to  check  the  O.S.R.  Act  requirements  when 
inspected  for  food  hygiene.  This  may  be  once  per 

month  or  three  or  four  times  a  year  depending  on  the 

standard  of  the  premises. 

(b)  Other  shops  are  visited  less  frequently  but  may  be 
spot  checked  by  the  Inspector  when  on  his  district. 
Ttiese  visits  are  usually  on  the  Inspector’s  own  initi¬ 
ative,  e.g.  he  may  visit  to  check  temperatuie  if  the 
door  is  standing  open  in  cold  weather. 

(c) :  Offices  and  other  premises  are  visited  infrequently 

but  not  less  than  once  annually.  Extra  visits  may 
occur  in  all  premises  because  of  accident  investig¬ 
ations.
